A series of cairns were erected 
In and about some of these many relics 
were found. The Erebus and Terror 
had almosted effected a northwest pas- 
sage as early as 1846. The ships had 
reached a point on the Greenland side 
where there was a prospect of open water 
clear through to Behring Straits, when 
they were suddenly enclosed in the ice, 
from which they were not again re- 
leased, or not until after they were de- j 
serted in 1849. On one of these ships it 
is supposed that Sir John Franklin died 
some time in June, 1848. But it in not 
known where he was buried. His body 
was probably taken to the land and 
there bnrieil. 
After the death of the 


chief, the crews attempted to reach set- 
tlements by land. It is supposed that 
some of these wandered for years. 
The 


Esquimaux describe them as black about 
the mouth, hard-featured and reduced 
to mere skeletons. In some of the 
cairns the remains of documents were 
found. They had so far decayed that 
it was utterly impossible to make any- 
thing of them. There is hardly » doubt 
thnt n complete record was deposited 
somewhere, although there is little pros- 
pect that it will ever bi' fonnd.
